The history of this beautiful but anfor 
tunate woman, who was exeented at Kome, 
om Beptember ith, 1505, for the murder of 
her father, has again attracted attention in 
consequence of « criticiam by Wilham W 
Btory, on the picture of this famous charac 
ter, attributed to Gaide Reni, Mr. tory 
save that, in the account of Heatrios, to be 
found in the archives of the Cenci palace, 
there is no mention made of a portrait by 
Guido. In the manuscript family annals, 
Heatrice ia described an leing amall and of a 
fair complexion, with a ronad, amiling face, 
dimples in her cheeks, and extremely long, 
curling golden hair, Her eyes were of « 
deep blue, pleasing and full of fire The 
portrait does net correspond with thin de 
seription, as the eyes are hazel, the hair is 
not curling and long, and the face has thin 
and haggard cheeks, without any dimples 
The famous alleged portrait of Heatrice 
OCenel, it may be mentioned, is by the best 
art oritios considered to be a fancy picture 
minted by some unknown ~— of Gaide 

“hia distinguished artiet was born in 1575, 
at Bologna, and it is said did not vieit home 
until after the execution of Keatrice, so that 
the romantic story about his sketching ber 
features while she wason the way to the 
seaffold in untrue. Cuido also painted io 
two distinet styles, and the picture is in his
